The completion of the measure 
came after 10 days of debate in the 
Senate, and, while the bill was 
whipped into shape in the upper 
branch of the General Assembly, it 


must yet run the, gauntlet of the 
House. Numerous amendments are 
expected there,and,itis practically 
certain the bill will go to a con- 
ference committee before it reaches 
its final form. 

If the clerical work necessary to 
incorporate the many amendments 
adopted in the Senate and the per- 
fected bill can be completed by this 
afternoon, it is the intention of 
Senate leaders to put the bill to a 
vote for final passage today. Im- 
mediately on passage it will be sent 
to the House. 

After much parliamentary 
wrangling, Senator Brogan of St. 
Louis succeeded at 1 o'clock this 
morning in obtaining the adoption 
of an amendment to strike from the 
committee bill the prohibition 
against having bars in saloons. This 
included a reconsideration of sever- 
al votes by which other amend- 
ments had been rejected. It was an 
involved and technical process, but 
it succeeded. 

If the bill passes the House in 
its present form, liquor may be 
obtained by the drink in saloons 
just as in the old days, the only 
difference in the appearance of the 
saloons being that, if the law is ob- 
served, there will be no screens or 
blinds to obstruct the view from the 
outside. 

State Repeal Delayed.

in Missouri within three days, was 
defeated through the failure to ob- 
tain unanimous consent. 

At a conference early in the day 
between Senator Kinney and Rep- 
resentative Lafferty of Kansas 
City, author of the repeal bill, a 
decision was reached to call up the 
bill in the House. It was hoped 
that it could be passed and sent to 
the Senate today to be ready for 
final passage Thursday. 

Owing to the fact that the bill 
was not on the calendar, having 
been reported from the committee 
on perfection only this morning, 
unanimous consent was necessary 
to get it before the House. This 
was asked for by Representative 
Keating, majority floor leader. 

Representative McCawley . of 
Carthage, author of the bone dry 
law, asked Keating to withdraw his 
request. McCawley said he had no 
desire to oppose consideration, but 
that he believed it should be de- 
layed at least a-day. He said that 
passage without the emergency 
clause would be fruitless, and that 
it was his opinion that, if a vote 
were forced, the bill would be de- 
feated. 

There is a possibility that a 
further effort will be made late in 
the day to get a vote on the bill, 
but more likely it will go over at. 
least until tomorrow. 

At least Missouri. will 
legally wet by Thursday. 

No Legal Liquor Sale Yet. 

Although repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment will be effective “today, 
there will be no legal sale of liquor 
in Missouri until the State control 
bill finally becomes a law, which 
may be a matter of 10 days on two 
weeks, or even longer. If the 
emergency clause, which requires 
a two-thirds vote in each House, is 
adopted, the liquor control act will 
be in effect as soon as its passage 
is completed and it is signed by 
the Governor. If the emergency 
clause is not adopted, the act will 
not be in effect until 90 days after 
the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture. . If, as is expected, the ad- 
journment comes shortly before 
Christmas, the effective date would 
be the latter part of March. 
Provision is made in the act for 
two classes of liquor sales, one in 
saloons licensed by the State to sell 
by the drink to be drunk on the 
premises where sold, and the other 
for sale by the bottle and not to be 
drunk on the premises where sold. 
In voting to permit bars in sa- 
loons, the Senate rejected complete- 
ly the planks of both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican platforms 
against the “return of the saloon.”

HOUSE INQUIRY 
INTO LOBBYING 
ACTIVITY KILLED) 


Opponents First Block|. 
Funds for Investigation, 
Then. Obtain Discharge 
of the Committee. 


MOTION ADOPTED 
WITHOUT RECORD 


‘*Tell All the Lobbyists to 
Come in Now, the Coast 
Is Clear,” Iffrig of St. 
Charles Declares.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 5.— 
The House investigation of lobbying 
activities, started at the request of 
Gov. Park, was wrecked today by 
opponents, who first defeated a 
move to give the Investigating 
Committee funds and facilities to 
carry on its inquiry, and then 
gained adoption of a motion to dis- 
charge the committee. 

This blocks the _ investigation, 


which was directed especially at 
public utility lobby activities in op- 
position to Gov. Park’s public 
works program, before the commit- 
tee had a chance to hold hearings. 

Defeat of the inquiry came after 
opponents of the investigation de- 
clared the inquiry would resolve it- 
self “into an investigation of the 
members of the House.” . 

The motion to discharge the com- 
mittee was declared adopted by 
Speaker Meredith on a viva voce 
vote, although the volume of ayes 
and noes appeared equal. No one 
objected or called for a division of 
the vote. 

Proponent of Inquiry Jeered. 

Representative Iffrig of St. 
Charles County, who supported the 
investigation, was jeered by oppon- 
ents when he shouted at the con- 


lobbyists to come in now, the coast 


is clear.” 

The Investigating Committee was 
created about three weeks ago, at 
the instance of the Governor. Lit- 
tle objection developed at the time. 

A subsequent move was made to 
increase the committee from the 
three members appointed at the 
Governor’s request, to seven, which 
would have taken control from the 
original three members. This was 
defeated. 

The real oppositibn developed 
when a supplementary resolution 


was introduced about a week ago, |} 


which would have broadened the 
powers of the committee, author- 
ized it to employ counsel and in- 
vestigators, and authorize it to ex- 
tend its inquiry from lobbying dur- 
ing the present session to all such 
activities during the regular ses- 
sion earlier this year. 
Broad Investigation Sought. 

Adoption of this supplementary 
resolution would have enabled the 
committee to go into extensive 
lobby activities during the regular 
session. During that session it 
frequently was charged that the 
Legislature was being dominated 
by a powerful public utility lobby. 
This lobby brought about the de- 
feat of all of the bills it opposed 
and gained the passage of the bills 
it supported. Among the latter 
was the Buford “mystery” bill, 
which would have reorganized the 
Public Service Commission. The 
Governor vetoed the Dill. : 

The supplementary resolution 
also authorized the committee to 
expend up to $1000 from the House 
contingent fund, for expenses of 
the inquiry. The committee had 
held no hearings, pending adoption 
of this supplementary resolution. 

Representative Maxey of Bates 
County, chairman of the committee, 
called up the supplementary reso- 
lution for adoption today. 

Maxey said the committee had 
to receive adequate powers, if it 
was to function in disclosing fm- 
proper activities to influence legis- 
lation. 

The Argument of Maxey. 


“It has been charged all over the 
State that improper methods have 
been used by lobbyists,” Maxey 
said. “If you want to join with 
the Governor in investigating these 
matters, and in bringing about cor- 
rection of these conditions, support 
this resolution. If you want to 
whitewash and cover up every im- 
proper method of lobbyjng that 
has been indulged in re, then 
oppose this. resolution. 

“The people of the State want to 
know about these things and they 
are entitled to know. It is up to 
this H to say whether they 
shall be permitted to find out about 
these things. If we are going to 


supinely lie down, and permit any

NO NEW EFFORTS 
TOENFORGE STATE 
DRY LAW PLANNED 


Its Last Days, Officials 
Regard Prohibition 
Ended. — 


NO NEW PERMITS 
TO LIQUOR DEALERS 


Collector of 
Awaits Word From Wash- 
ington—400,000 Gal. of 
Whisky in City. 


St. Louis law enforcement offi- 
cials, who have treated the McCaw- 
ley state bone-dry law as a dead 
letter for several years past, will 
not begin enforcing it now, when 
the end of Federal prohibition is at 
hand, and the state act is believed 
to be within a few days of repeal. 

However, it is expected that the 
existence of the State law, which 


makes sale of liquor here still ille- 
gat, will act as a restraining force 
on repeal celebrations here tonight 
and tomorrow; for, yntil repeal has 
extended to the State as well as the 
Federal laws, there is not so much 
to celebrate. Not so much, at any 
rate, as there is across the Missis- 
sippi in Illinois, where there is no 
Jiquor. stat nd. 
Proprietors of large hotels are 
not encouraging repeal celebrations, 
and have taken the attitude that 
they will not sell liquor until] the 
state legalizes such sale. Small ho- 
tels which sell liquor are in the po- 
sition of speakeasies. The hotels 
have much at stake in the control 
legislation pending at Jefferson 
City, and their owners think their 
interests might be injured by law- 
less demonstrations at this time. 

‘Chief of Police Gerk today said 
that, as the State dry law was still 
on the books, the police would con- 
tinue to enforce it, with other laws, 
until its repeal by the Legislature. 
Police records, however, showea 
that no arrest was made by the po- 
lice under the dry law in the pre- 
vious 24 hours. The police have 
continued to visit speakeasies, but 
only for the purpose of harassing 
police characters who conduct and 
frequent such places. 

No Statement of Policy. 

Circuit Attorney Miller, whose au- 
thority extends to felony sections of 
the State bone dry law, said he did 
not wish to make any statement of 
policy. “As.a general proposition,” 
he said, “this office is here to en- 
force the law, and all complaints 
from the police or others will be 
handled on their merits.” The Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office, however, has 
no record of activity in liquor law 
enforcement. It has handled only 
one such case, Which was pending 
when Miller entered the office, and 
was settled by a plea of guilty. 

Before entering office, Miller 
made a general statement that his 
policy would be to leave liquor law 
enforcement to the Federai authori- 
ties. 


Attitcde of Rosecan. 


Prosecuting Attorney Rosecan, 
who has charge of misdemeanor 
prosecutions, and to whom the po- 
lice have taken most of the cases 
arising under the bone-dry law, to- 
day announced: 

“I will view any present viola- 
tions of the State bone-dry act with 
an even more liberal attitude than 
I have previously assumed, until 
the Legislature sees fit to pass a 
liquor control bill which is in ac- 
cordance with the views of the citi- 
zens of Missouri.” 

Prosecutions by Rosecan’s office 
in liquor cases have been few, and 
convictions in the Court of Criminal 
Correction even rarer, in recent 
years. , 

Judge Butler of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, before whom 
misdemeanor charges for violation 
of the State bone dry law are 
tried, sajd to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “I absolutely will dis- 
charge every person coming before 
me charged with liquor law viola- 
tion, because I refuse to allow any 
citizen to be because of 
the negligent Governor and Legis- 
lature.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Sena- 
tor Glass (Dem.), Virginia, charged 
before Senate investigators today 
that voting of a pensioh of $100,- 
000 a year to Albert H. Wiggin by 
the Chase National Bank was a 
violation of New York law. 

Payment of the annuity to the 
former head of the bank was dis- 
closed recently by the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee during its investiga- 
tion of stock market practices. 
Soon thereafter Wiggin wrote the 
bank to cease payments, saying the 
action had been criticised. 

The Virginia Senator re-entered 
the inquiry to defend the new bank- 
ing law which bears his name. He 
charged that W. W. Aldrich, presi- 
dent of the Chase Bank, in offer- 
ing amendments to the Glass 
measure, was proposing to “put the 
whole banking community in 
strait-jackets.” 

Glass asked Aldrich, who was on 
the stand for questioning about 
last 
week for banking reform, whether 
he was a member of the Chase 
Bank when it. voted Wiggin $100,- 
000 a year retirement pay for life. 

Aldrich’s Explanation. 

Aldrich denied the payment was 
a pension, but said an explanation 
of the circumstances would require 
a long time. 

“T want to disclose,” said Glass, 
“that the voting of that $100,000

Aldrich said differences of opin- 
fon between him and Wiggin had 
been of “such a character that it 
made a situation that could not 
continue.” 

He added that a large group of 
directors felt, however, that, in or- 
der to get Wiggin’s advice, he 
should be at the bank’s absolute 
call.” 

It was for that reason, he said, 
that the retired pay’ was voted 
Wiggin. 

“I venture to say it was not a 
violation of law,” Aldrich added. 

“In view of the recent disclos- 
ures before this committee, I sup- 
pose the board has modified that 
view,” Glass commented. 

Aldrich agreed the board now 
felt it had been a “mistake,” add- 
ing “many things have been 
brought out here that the board did 
not know about.” 

“The board should have,” Glass 
retorted. 

“It didn’t have 36 investigators,” 
Aldrich countered, referring to 
Ferdinand Pecora, committee coun- 
sel, and his staff. 

Glass said Chase Bank officers 
éame to Washington and “violently 
opposed” certain restrictive provi- 


Referring to Senator Long 
(Dem.), Louisiana, who led oppesi- 
tion to the bill, Glass said, without 
mentioning the Louisianan’s naine: 

“It is alleged, though I.don’t say 
it.is a fact, that one of the bank 
officers was in constant communi- 
cation with the man who made the 
most vitriolic and violent assaults 
on the law made by anyone. 

“Without waiting to vote on the 
dill, but boasting he had practically 
filibustered it to death, this man 
left the chamber and took the noxt 
train to New York for an intervicw 
with this official.” 

Senator Couzens (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, asked if Giass referred to 
Charles S. McCain, chairman of the 
bank board. “It was Mr. McCain,” 
Glass replied. “It's the man we 
have never gotten on the witness 
stand,” Couzens remarked. 

“Threatened Defcat.” 

“Officers of the bank and other 
bankers came here,” Glass  con- 
tinued, “and threatened the com- 
mittee with defeat of the legisla- 
tion.” 

He added they inspired oppuosi- 
“joined 
forces with those who violently op- 
posed the branch banking provi- 
sion to beat the bill when they 
themselves believed in branch bank- 
ing.” 

Glass took charge of today’s ses- 
sion from the outset. Aroused by 
Aldrich’s suggestions for changing 
the bank law, Glass made a state- 
ment, saying he and Chairmes 
Fletcher had agreed Aldrich’s rec- 
ommendations were “not particu- 
larly pertinent” to the investiga- 
tion. 

The “plain implication” of it, 
Glass added, was that the new bank 
law “was haphazard legislation 
adopted in haste and without due 
consideration.” Glass added that 
Aldrich had been given ample op- 
portunity to submit his suggestions 
when the law was being framed. 
The Virginian said Congress had 
gone so far in the law that some cf 
its sponsors were fearful it would 
not be sustained by the courts.

now is necessary to do away with 
the eighteenth amendment. The 
Salt Lake City action—as the thir- 
ty-sixth State—will be over about 
3 p. m. mountain time or 4 o’clock 
St. Louis time. 

Automatically the twenty-first 
amendment will take effect, termi- 
nating Federal prohibition policing 
save to protect dry states from 
liquor importations, ard leaving the 
states to deal as they see fit with 
strong drink. 

Thirty-nine states, with 88 per 
cent of the population, have voted 
since the twenty-first amendinent 
was submitted to state conventions 
last February by Congress. Only 
two states—the Carolinas—stood by 
the eighteenth amendment. 
Utah, so long considered impregn- 
able for the drys, made it a point to 
have its convention be the thirty- 
sixth and decisive one. 
William Phillips, as Acting Secre- 
tary of State, had sent along word 
to officials in all three states that a 
quick message to him would be wel- 
comed in order to speed the repeal 
proclamation. Attorney-General 
Cummings’ ruling was that repeal 
took effect the moment the thirty- 
sixth convention wound up its busi- 
ness, but fast work on the message 
was wanted just the same to make 
repeal the more regular by procla- 
mation. " 
Drys’ Court Move Fails. 
The application for a restraining 
order to prevent issuance of the 
proclamation announcing ratifica- 
tion of the repeal amendment was 
denied today by Justice F. Dickin- 
son Letts of the District of Colum- 
bia Supreme Court. 
The unsuccessful court action 
was brought by Canon William 
Sheafe Chase of Brooklyn and 
George S. Duncan of this city, rep- 
resenting the International Reform 
Federation and other dry organiza- 
tions. They contended the amend- 
ment had been illegally ratified in 
several states. 
Justice Letts said there was no 
basis for the action sought and de- 
nied the petition for the reason that 
it would be futile to grant it, inas- 
much as the amendment becomes 
effective on ratification by the 
thirty-sixth state and not on is- 
suance of the proclamation. 
As soon as the State Department 
informs the White House that the, 
thirty-sixth state has approved re- 
peal, the President will issue a 
proclamation under the National 
Recovery Act, stating that repeal 
has occurred and that certain taxes 
imposéd by the act will cease the 
first of the year. The proclamation 
by the Acting Secretary of State 
will declare the new amendment in 
effect. 
When the Maine convention acts 
tomorrow, it will be the thirty-sev-

popular vote on the issue are Geor- 
gia, Kansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Montana, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma and South Dakota. 

Latest compilations show 20,813, 
208 votes have been cast with 15,- 
279,216 favoring repeal and 5,533,- 
992 against. 

However, these votes were only on 
retention of the Federal Constitu- 
tion method of control. Even with 
repeal, the majority of the states 
are listed as dry. 

This situation has been changing 
as state administrators and legisla- 
tures get around to dealing with the 
matter. Twenty-three now, or with- 
in a short time, probably will allow 
liquor, with a variety of methods set 
up to license and otherwise control 
sales. 

The Roosevelt administration, 
meanwhile, after strenuous repeal 
efforts, has committed itself to the 
principle of Federal control by 
means of codes under the agricul- 
tural adjustment act. 

Prohibition agents who have been 
pioceeding under the Volstead act 
henceforth, with that act lega!ly 
defunct generally, will have to do 
only with guarding against liquor 
shipments into states that forbid 
them. 

In that connection it will be their 
duty to prevent shipments into the 
District of Columbia, where it has 
been ruled the Volstead act stays 
in force until Congress legisiates 
liquor control. 


May Free Medicinal Stocks. 


The Government is considering a 
plan to release all medicinal liquor 
stocks for beverage purposes im- 
mediately after proclamation of re- 
peal. The plan was taken up by 
Choate and E. S. Greenbaum of 
the President’s special committee. 
One official said that in all) likeli- 
hood the plan would be approved 
late in the day. 

It was estimated that the plan 
would release for immediate con- 
sumption 500,000 gallons of domestic 
and imported spirits and wines. 

A tentative regulation to curb 
imports from Canadian and Mexi- 
can border points by casual pur- 
chasers was before Acting Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau. 
As drafted by the Customs Bureau 
and the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
it would limit purchases by Ameri- 
cans going across the border to 
one purchase every 30 days. It 
would bar persons from’ going 
across the border to bring in liquor 
to evade the $5-a-gallon tariff on 
purchases of $100 or less. 

As is known, when repeal is ef- 
fective, the flow of liquor will be 
immediately legal in 19 states, as 
follows: Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Col- 
orado, Arizona, California, Wash- 
ington, Louisiana, Rhode Island, 
New York, Delaware, Illinois, In- 
diana, New Mexico, Nevada, -Ore- 
gon, New Jersey and Maryland.

Restrictive Provisions. 
Aldrich then said he had “no de- 
sire to indict the whole banking 
community.” Fletcher remarked 
that he felt Aldrich's suggestions 
were apropos to the inquiry. 
Admitting he was in a “savage 
humor,” the Virginian reviewed the 
restrictive provisions of the new 
bank law and told why in certain 
instances the law had. not been 
made stronzer. 

Among the proposals made by Al- 
drich to the committee last Wednes-

bankers be forbidden from partici- 
pating in stock pools and syndicates 
and that commercial and investment 
banking be separated - completely. 
Glass agreed with Aldrich that af- 
filiates should be more closely de- 
fined in the law, saying he recog- 
nized Congress bad made a “foolish 
mistake” and already was planning 
an amendment. “What Senator 
ever supposed that it would re- 
qiire reports from the Steel Cor- 
poration, or worse than that, from 
newspapers?” Glass said. 


Woman Osteopath Dies.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 5. — 
Zudie Purdom, for 25 years an os- 
teopath here and the first woman 
to serve as a member of the Os- 
teopathic Board of State Examin- 
ers, died at her home here today. 
She suffered a paralytic stroke last 
week. She was born at Macon, Mo. 
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ington, following the repeal procla- 
mation. Nov. 13, after the Collec- 
tor had sold a few wholesale and 
retail licenses, he received a tele- 
gram from the Internal Revenue

Cost of Licenses. 

When issuance of Federal li- 
censes here begins, wholesalers will 
get their licenses until next June 
for $58.34, and thereafter will pay 
$100 a year; and retailers will pay 
$14.59 until June, and thereafter 
$25 a year. The Federal licenses 
will signify only. that the tax re- 
quirements of the Federal Govern- 
ment have been met, and will not 
afford any protection against prose- 
cution under states laws. 

J. F. Farley, supervisor of per- 
mits for the Federal Bureau of 
Industrial Alcohol, estimated there 
was in St. Louis about 400,000 gal- 
lons of whisky of all ages, and 
about 150,000 gallons of domestic 
wine. He would not undertake to 
estimate the amount of imported 
liquor here, saying it was not large. 

Only About 10 Importers. 

During prohibition, Farley said, 
not more than 10 importers of 
liquor have been operating here, 
under regulations, deaiing in 
liquors, chiefly brandy, for medicin- 
al purposes. Two bonded ware- 
houses in the city contain stocks 
of whisky, one of them 350,000 gal- 
lons, the other 50,000 gallons, Farley 
estimated. The Federal] tax on 
whisky is $1.10 a gallon. 

Farley was asked whether whisky 
and wine stored locally would be 
released automaticaliy, so far us 
the Federal authority is concerned, 
after issuance of the repeal procla- 
mation.

Governor Waits, on McKit- 
trick’s Advice, Till Prohibi- 
tion Repeal Is Completed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 5.— 
Signing of the brewery interim bill, 
which was finally passed by the 
House late yesterday, was post- 
poned today by Gov. Park until to- 
morrow, after Attorney-General 
McKittrick ruled the bill could not 
legally be signed and could not be 
come a valid law until after na- 
tional prohibition repeal is complet- 
ed today. 

This bill, sponsored by Senator 
Kinney of St. Louis and Represen- 
tative Taylor of Chariton County, 
would permit Missouri breweries to 
manufacture beer with. an alcoholic 
content greater than 3.2 per cent, 
for sale only outside Missouri, in 
the interval to elapse between com- 
pletion of national repeal and the 
date the proposed State Iiquor law 
will become effective. 

The act is designed to be opera- 
tive only until the proposed State 
liquor control law is passed and be- 
comes effective. In this interval 
beer with an alcoholic content 
greater than 3.2 per cent cannot be 
sold legally in’ Missouri, because 
the State “bone dry” law will be in 
force until the new control law be- 
comes operative. 

McKittrick held the eighteenth 
amendment was in force through- 
out the country and was binding 
upon legislative bodies and all pub- 
lic officials until its repeal was 
completed. 

He said the brewery bill could 
not be legally signed, and could not 
have any legal force, until after 
repeal. He ruled the act would be 
valid if signed after repeal. 

Governor Park left today for St. 
Joseph to atéend the funeral of a 
cousin, Gilbert Park. He will re- 
turn to his office tomorrow. He 
took the bill with him, to study its 
provisions.

It 
will sell at a higher price than the 
3.2 beer, for the réason that it will 
carry an increased Federal tax of 
$1 a barrel, or 6, as compared with 
$5 a barrel on 3.2 beer.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 5.—Regu- 


lations were issued last night which 
forbid the sale of whisky ‘by the 
drink in Indiana. 

It can be purchased only in drug 
stores in sealed containers. No phy- 
sician’s prescription will be neces- 
sary ez pt on Suadays, election 
days and between the hours of 11 
p. m. and 7 a. m. on weekdays. 

No lHmitation is placed on the 
minimum size of the containers in, 
which whisky may be sold but a 
tax of 25 cents will te imposed on 
each pint or fraction of a pint. 
Natural wines may be sold by the 
drink in restaurants, hotel dining 
rooms, dining cars and ship dining 
rooms. ; 
The regulations were promulgat- 
ed by Paul P. Fry, State Excise Di- 
rector, on recommendation of an 
advisory commission appointed re- 
céntly by Gov. McNutt. 

The ‘regulations were based on a 
control law enacted by the Indiana 
Legislature at its 1933 ression. 


land Governor’s Bill Passed 
With 200 Amendments.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Dec. 5. — The 
Maryland liquor-conirol bill reached 
the desk of Gov. Ritchie late last 
night after the General Assembly, 
in extraordinary «session, passed 
the administratiou’s proposal with 
some 200 amenuments. 

Gov. Ritchie postponed his sign- 
ing of the bill unti] today while 
State Comptroller William S. Gor- 
dy Jr., announced he would pre- 
pare to start issuing licenses to 
distillers, wholesalers and dealers. 

The administration forces won 
the principal fight through both 
houses when the clause placing a 
$1.10 excise tax on each gallon of 
liquor was retained in the bill, The 
tax is to apply to retail sales in 
the State and is estimated to pro- 
vide more than $1,800,000 a year in 
revenues. 

The sale of beer and light wines 
is to be licensed separately from 
other wines a..d liquor, so that 
licenses for the former may be ob- 
tained by establishment: not deal- 
ing in liquor. 

Taverns, the name applied to 
saloons in *he bill, are permitted 
in Baltimore and -ome of the com- 
munities of the State to sell liq- 
uor, beer and wines. Three counties 
are classed under a dispensary sys- 
tem of control. 


Reno Issues Licenses to Saloons at 
$800 Each.

RENO, Nev., Dec. 5.—The days 
of the Reno speakeasy are Over, 
Chief of Police J. M. Kirkley an- 
nounced after attending a City 
Council meeting at wh.ch liquor 
license applications were consid- 
ered last night. 

Patrolmen, long indifferent to 
sounds of popping corks and clink- 
ing glasses, were ordered to per- 
mit only licensed liquor, served 
openly, to flow, starting today. 
Eleven saison licens: applica- 
tions, each accompanied by an $800 
certified check, the fee for a one- 
year permit, were placed before the 
Council.

Massachusetts Liquor Control Act 
Signed by Governor.

BOSTON, Dec. 5.—Gov. Ely last 
night signed the hard liquor control 
act, legalizing the sale of liquor in 
Massachusetts on the repeal of 
national prohibition. 

As soon as repeal becomes effcr- 
tive, hotels, restaurants, drug stores 
and package goods stores may sell 
spiritucus liquors.

from manufacturing or selling 
liquor, citizens of West Virginia 
were told today they may import 

the beverage for perscnal use. 

There is nothing to prohibit law- 
ful acquirement of liquor in an- 
other state and importation, pro- 
vided it is not for another person, 
Attorney-General Holt formally no- 
tified the Superintendent of State 
Police. 

A referendum will be held next 
year on repeal of the prohibition 
section of the Constitution.

NUN IN VISITATION 
URDER 70 YEARS DIES 


Funeral Tomorrow for Sister 
Mary Alexis Phelan Who 
Was 88 Years Old. 


Funeral services for Sister 
Mary Alexis Phelan, who died yes- 
terday at 88 of the infirmities of 
age, will be held tomorrow at 9:30 
a. m. at the Visitation Convent, 
Belt and Academy avenues, pres- 


ent seat of the religious communi- 
ty in which, as novice and pro- 
fessed nun, she spent 70 years of 
her life. 

Teacher, artist and astute busi- 
ness woman, Sister Alexis was ac- 
tive in the affairs of Visitation 
Academy until shortly before her 
death and was personally known by 
virtually every graduate of the 
academy since the close of the 
Civil War. 

She entered the community as a 
novice in 1863 and after taking her 
final vows became a science teach- 
er. When the present convent site 
was purchased she was sent to St. 
Paul, Minn., and Dubuque, Ia., un- 
der a dispensation from the clois- 
tered rule of the Visitation Or- 
der, to study convent construc- 
tion, and on her return actively 
superintended preparation of plans 
for the structure. In later years 
she superintended the building of 
and $80,000 auditorium added to the 
building, and through mail and 
telephone solicitation raised not 
only the construction fund but an 
additional $38,000 to decorate the 
community chapel. 

She founded the Visitation Alum- 
nae Association in 1905 and main- 
tained touch with its various mem- 
bers up to her final illness. Be- 
cause of her activity among alum- 
nae of the school she was allowed 
a private telephone in her room to 
carry on her work, the only priv- 
ilege of the kind accorded any 
member of the community. 

Sister Alexis was a sister of the

Governor Addresses Joint 
Session on Necessity for 
Measures for Unemploy- 

| ment Relief.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 5.—Gov. 
Park yesterday afternoon took the 
State Senate to task for the re- 
fusal of its Municipal Corporations 
Committee to permit the Senate to 
vote on the bills authorizing the 
construction of municipal utility 
ulants to be paid for out of rev- 

enue. 

The Governor made no mention 
of the public utility lobby which 
has opposed the bills, nor did he 
specifically mention the committee 
which killed the bills in the Senate. 
But he did insist that the Senate 
had the right to vote on the bills, 
and that it should be a majority of 
the Senate which: controlled action 
on them. 

The Governor delivered his ad- 
dress before a joint session of the 
Senate and House late in the after- 
noon. He coldly outlined the ne- 
cessity for the bills to relieve unem- 
ployment and “seriously submitted” 
the view that the bills should be 
voted on on the floor of the Senate. 

“While there is no disposition on 
my part,” he said, “to attempt to 
any degree to dictate or coerce the 
action of any member of this Gen- 
eral] Assembly or to usurp any of 
the functions of this body, yet I 
very respectfully but seriously sub- 
mit that, in view of the fact that 
this legislation is requested by the 
national administration, has been 
recommended by me as Governor, is 
of very great public importance and 
interest, has met the nearly unani- 
mous approval of one branch of 
this assembly and if passed will 
result in the expenditure of approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 for labor in our 
State, that the opportunity be af- 
forded each member to express his 
views and record his vote upon 
each of these important measures.

_ “Col. Hugh Miller, engineer of the 
Advisory Board for Missouri of 
Federal Emergency Administration 
of Public Works, today informed 
me that applications had been filed 
with him for 25 water works proj- 
ects, totaling $4,751,000; eight sewer 
systems or disposal plants, totaling 
$354,000; eight electric light plants, 
totaling $1,068,000. 

Aid to Employment. 


“Col. Miller states that between 
40 and 50 per cent of the entire 
$4,751,000 for the water works proj- 
ects and of the $354,000 for the 
eight sewer systems or disposal 
plant projects will be expended di- 
rectly for labor and about 30 per 
cent indirectly, and that 26 per cent 
of the $1,068,000 proposed to be 
spent.for the erection of the eight 
electric light plants will be directly 
for labor and about the same per- 
centage indirectly. 

“Upon this assumption, it appears 
that if the laws are passed author- 
izing the carrying out of these 
projects, more than $3,000,000 will, 
as a result, be expended in this 
state directly and indirectly for la- 
bor and work for our unemployed. 
“A letter from Secretary Ickes 
stated in part, ‘The existing status 
of law in Missouri makes it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to assist mu- 
nicipalities desiring to construct 
such utlities.’ 

“Four separate bills, each cover- 
ing one of the recommendations, 
are now before a Senate committee 
and have not yet been reported out. 
One bill, comprising all of the pro- 
posals has recently passed the 
House by a vote of 112 to 3. Emi- 
nent attorneys who prepared these 
several measures are of the opinion 
that they are constitutional.” 
Committee Killed Three Bills. 
The Senate committee to which 
the Governor referred has voted to 
kill the bills to permit building of 
municipal electric, water and gas 
plants, and has voted to report fa- 
vorably the bill authorizing build- 
ing of sewer plants through bonds 
payable out of revenue, but even on 
the sewer proposition it rejected 
the Governor’s recommendation that 
only a majority vote be red 
for the issuance of bon The 
committee prepared an amendment 
to require a two-thirds vote, a pro-

Although the committee’s action 
was taken more than a week ago, 
the report has not been made to 
the Senate.

Progress on Relief Jobs Re- 
ported at Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
Press Conference.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — How 
men are being asked to step aside 
so that women may have their 


share of the Civil Works Admin- 
istration jobs was told yesterday 
at Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
press conference. 

The President's wife, who two 
weeks ago opened the White House 
to, and presided over, a conference 
to inaugurate. civil works projects 
for jobless women, was informed 
that marked progress had been 
made. 

Mrs. Ellen 8S. Woodward, direc- 
tor of women’s work of the Fed- 
eral Relief Administration, read a 
letter her chief, Harry Hopkins, 
had written to state directors. 

“In many instances men are now 
being employed to do work that 
could be done by women,” Hopkins 
wrote. “Where other jobs could be 
found, it is urged that they be 
transferred and women take their 
place.” ; 

This is being done, she said, add- 
ing that women were getting near- 
ly all the clerical work on con- 
struction jobs. 

Mrs. Roosevelt joined in the in- 
formal questioning of Mrs. Wood- 
ward on the progress of the work. 
Several reporters asked why wom- 
en teachers were being paid under 
a 30-cents-an-hour minimum, where- 
as a higher minimum prevailed for 
unskilled labor on civil works. 

Mrs. Roosevelt said she saw no 
reason for such a difference, add- 
ing that the problem was probably 
one of classification. 

The President’s wife told of two 
projects utilizing unemployed wom- 
en that had particularly captured 
her interest. One was the gather- 
ing of historical records for the 
archives, including the drafting of 
plans of old houses to be used in 
architectural schools. The other 
was the copying of the frayed and 
worn Census Bureau records used 
in genealogical searchings.

No Reports of Clashes.

Bolivar E. Kemp as the Democratic 
nominee without a primary, stood 
about some of the polling places, 
but at noon no report of clashes 
between the opposing forces had 
been reported. 

Here in Baton Rouge, Mayor 
Wade H. Bynum issued a warning 
for highway policemen to stay 
away from the polls as they had 
authority in the city, which he said 
maintained an efficient police force. 

The ballot boxesi used in West 
Feliciana were brought in from the 
Angola State Prison Farm this 
morning, but a few hours after the 
voting started citizens seized the 
boxes at Laurel Hill, Starville, 
Tunico and at Ward 10, Ward 3 
and two in Ward 9. They emptied 
the boxes and burned the ballots. 

Balloting Is Light.

Directors of Cherokee Business 
Association have gone on record as 
opposed to pardon or parole for 
three officers of the Cherokee Na- 
tional Bank whose vembezzlements 


wrecked it, and are urging the 9000 
depositors of the bank to write per- 
sonal letters to the Federal Parole 
Board to express opposition to such 
leniency. 

Henry P. Mueller, former presi- 
dent of the bank, who is serving a 
10-year term at Leavenworth, was 
a former director of the Cherokee 
Business Association. Harry G. 
Freiert, vice-president of the bank, 
and Rudolph Provaznick, assistant 
cashier, were active in its affairs. 
Freiert likewise is serving 10 years, 
and Provaznik a five-year term. 


Sentenced Two Weeks Ago. 


The three pleaded guilty two 
weeks ago to an indictment charg- 
ing embezzlement of $159,000, al- 
though the total shortage, attribut- 
ed to stock market speculations of 
Mueller and Freiert, carried on 
with the aid of Provaznik, was 
placed at $208,000. 

While in the ordinary course of 
events the three could not expect 
pardon so soon after entering pris- 
on, and Will be eligible for parole 
only after serving a third of their 
sentences. A. E. Bryant, secretary 
of Cherokee Business Association, 
said the organization was making 
its stand known at this time “in the 
interest of simple justice and in 
behalf of depositors of the bank.” 


Resolution Published. 

Seven of the association’s nine 
directors who attended a recent 
meeting voted unanimously’ to 
adopt the resolution which ex- 
presses its .ttitude and which is 
printed today in the Cherokee Com- 
munity News, published by the as- 
sociation. The collapse of the 
bank, as a result of the actions of 
Mueller, Freiert and Provaznik, the 
resolution states, worked “untold 
hardship” on thousands of its de- 
positors in South St. Louis. 
Letters of protest against par- 
don or parole, the resolution sug- 
gests, should be addressed to J. A. 
Finch, attorney for the Federal 
Pardons and Paroles Board, at 
Washington, D. C. 
Members of the Board of Direc- 
tors who voted for the resolution 
are E. H. Blust, jeweler; Ralph 
Godlove, ready-to-wear merchant; 
Henry E. Maass, milliner; Monte 
Montague, dry goods dealer; Jack 
Rosenthal, shoe merchant; A. H. 
Goodman, drapery dealer, and Dr. 
Emil A. Burkst, physician. Dr. 
Burst. succeeded Mueller as a di- 
rector. Two other members of the 
board did not attend. 
The Cherokee Business Associa- 
tion, which actively supported 
Mueller and Freiert in their efforts 
to organize the bank in 1925, has 
85 members in the business commu- 
nity about Jefferson avenue and 
Cherokee street, where the bank 
was situated. In addition to its 
business promotion activities the 
association, more than other neigh- 
borhood organizations of the sort, 
was conspicuous for its social ac- 
tivities, its parties and outings be- 
ing characterized by a_ spirit of 
conviviality and good fellowship in 
which Mueller played a prominent 
part. .

Fault of the Fresent Law. 
Under the present law, drug man- 
ufacturers are prohibited from 
making untruthful statements on 
the labels of ‘their products, but 
no restriction is imposed on their 
advertising. Accordingly, experts 
in the Department of Agriculture 
assert that the misleading claims 
which appeared on labels prior to 
passage of the present law are now 
made in advertisements. 

For example, a well-known “veg- 
etable compound” is nationally ad- 
vertised as a remedy for virtually 
every ache and pain suffered by 
women. There is no legal restric- 
tion on such advertising claims.

They mention a widely advertised 
product which started in life as a’ 
horse liniment, but is now sold as a 
cure for tuberculosis. Its essential 
ingredients are gmmonia, turpen- 
tine, eggs and water. 


Hard to Get Convictions. 


Under the present law, the manu- 
facturer of nostrums is legally re- 
sponsible only when it is proved 
that he knew the claims on his la- 
bels were false. Experience has 
taught officials of the Food and 
Drug Administration that although 
it is often easy to prove mis-brand- 
ing, it is extremely difficult to con- 
vince jurors that the manufactur- 
ers of the mis-branded products 
had no faith in their efficacy. Con- 
sequently, the new bill would hold 
the makers responsible for mis- 
branding, whether knowingly or 
not. 

Many large magazines and news- 
papers maintain a strict censorship 
over advertising of patent medi- 
cines. In consequence, advertisers 
of this character now resort largely 
to so-called “religious” periodicals, 
low-priced magazines of fiction and 
the radio. These mediums are now 
being told by the lobbyists that if 
the new bill is passed, they will be 
deprived of an important source of 
revenue. Prepared editorials, in the 
form of “boiler plate,” have been 
mailed to thousands o* country 
newspapers.

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BRITAIN REJECTS 
DE VALERA QUERY 
AS HYPOTHETICAL 


Refuses to Say What Its 
Attitude Would’ Be 
Should F ree State Secede 


From Empire. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 5.—Great Brit- 
ain’s answer to Irish Free State 
President De Valera’s question as 
to what Great Britain would do if 
a Free State republic were declared 
was a refiisal today to consider such 
a contingency. 

J. H. Thomas, Dominions Secre- 
tary, told the House of Commons 
that the Government treated such 
a contingency as involving a pure- 
ly hypothetical assumption which 
the British Government declined to 
entertain. 

This British reply to De Valera 
was disclosed as Thomas made pub- 
lic the notes exchanged recently be- 
tween the two Governments. The 
house was crowded in anticipation 
of his announcement. 

The British Government reply 
said that it could not believe the 
Free State Government contem- 
plated final repudiation of its 
treaty obligations in the manner 
De Valera had suggested. Conse- 
quently, said the statement, the 
Government did not feel called upon 
to say what attitude it would 
adopt in circumstances it regarded 
as purely hypothetical. 

Thomas made his statement fol- 
lowing a special meeting of the 
British Cabinet yesterday which 
considered a dispatch from Presi- 
dent de Valera asking whether “ag- 
gressive action” would be taken by 
Great Britain if. the [Irish Free 
State seceded from the empire. 
“The contingency has not arisen 
and I hope it never will arise,” the 
Dominions Secretary said. “The 
advantages enjoyed by British sub- 
jects as compared to aliens in this 
country are sufficiently well known 
to need no emphasis from me.” 
This remark he made as a pre- 
lude to the subsequent full state- 
ment on the Anglo-Irish position.

Hull’s statement was part of an 
acrimonious debate in the Steering 
Committee of the conference.

Argen- 
tina and Chile backed up Secretay 
Hulls view of the private debt sit- 
uation, Argentina suggesting that 
the question be referred to a sub- 
committee to decide. Chile second- 
ed the Argentine motion. 

Hull agreed that the United 
States delegation would serve on 
the sub-committee but reiterated 
that it would not discuss the ques- 
tion of private debts. 

The sub-committee was assigned 
to report Dec. 8. 

Peru’s delegation prepared reso- 
lutions proposing the formation of 
an inter-American bank and decry- 
ing the gold standard as “a factor 
of perturbation.” The Peruvian 
resolutions would make a determin- 
ation of the capacity to pay a pre- 
requisite for foreign loans and 
would require international agree- 
ments on the subject of loans.

slightest indication.to anyone that any- 
thing beyond the usual amount of amoe- 
bic dysentery occurring ,in Chicago was 
present until Aug. 15. Any statement to 
the contrary is untrue. The City of Chi- 
cago recéives regularly reports of about 
two cases of amoebic dysentery each 
month. The Health Commissioner first 
received information concerning two ad- 
ditional cases after Aug. 15. An investi- 
gation was begun immediately, as was re- 
ported in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association on Nov. 18. 

The investigation disclosed the presence 
of some active cases and some carriers in 
one Chicago hotel. It should be borne in 
mind that the outbreak which occurred 
in 1827 was immediately controlled by 
certain sanitary measures, and that these 
sanitary measures were put into effect 
immediately in the hotel concerned in the 
present outbreak. 

Now again, for the benefit of those who 
criticise without investigation, may I say 
that the first information concerning this 
outbreak received by the Journal of the 
American Medical Association came in 
the manuscript submitted by Dr. F. O. 
Tonney to the Journal, and reaching our 
office on Oct. 20. That manuscript, which 
was the one read before the American 
Public Health Association meeting in In- 
dianapolis on Oct. 9, did not indicate the 
possibilities of a nation-wide distribution 
of the disease, but merely reported the in- 
vestigation as made up to Sept. 1.

MISSOURI’S LIQUOR TANGLE. 

It is bed enough not to have Missouri one of the 
19 states in which legal liquor returns today. It is 
‘worse to have the special session of the same Legis- 
lature which neglected this important matter last 
winter still refusing to accept the excellent program 
‘devised by Gov. Park's lay commission. 

As long as this refusal persists, Missouri will be 
absent from the list of states freed by repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and so restored to their for- 
mer sovereignty in this troubled field. Missouri will 
still be under the McCawley law, and she will con- 
tinue so until the special session of the Legislature 
reaches an agreement. How long this will be there 
is no foreseeing. As matters are progressing now, 
it ean hardly be before’ the holidays, if indeed it 
occurs by: the end of the year. 

Even so, agreement by the special session upon 
a practicable liquor bill is of prime importance. It 
is more important than that we should be free, as 
so many states are, when the amendment passes. 
We have believed from the time the special session- 
opened that the House and Senate would ultimately 
agree upon the plan submitted by the Governor's 
commission. This plan, it will be recalled, proposed 
that liquor be sold in the original package by dealers, 
that hotels, restaurants and clubs be permitted to 


be admitted to dry areas. 

Neither branch of the Legislature has adhered to 
the plan. The bill perfected early today by the Sen- 
ate proposes in effect ‘to revive the saloon, and the 
House bills would confine all sales of liquor anywhere 
in the State to original packages. Neither proposal is 
practicable, and neither can survive ultimate agree- 
ment between the two houses. The House will not 
accept revival of the saloon, and the Senate will not 
yield upon drinks to be served in hotels, restaurants 
and clubs. 

It is, therefore, only wasting time to talk of such 
proposals. The plan devised by the Governor's com- 
mission avoided the intolerance which the Senate Dill 
displays toward the rural sections, and that which 
the House bills display toward the cities. It pro- 
posed respect in both quarters for these divergent 
tastes, and in our judgment no other agreement is 
possible. We cannot have a practicable liquor law 
disrespectful of any wey of life in the State, nor can 
we enforce a law which does not esjoy popular sanc- 
tion. The wil! of the people is paramount. 

The Post-Dispatch has warned the Legislature that 
to do either what the Senate or the House proposes 
will be to ignore the lesson of_ national prohibition. 
National prohibition attemptedtto make us all over 
in one mold, and it scored the most grievous failure 
in the history of American(law. If we have not 
learned from this experience that a mutual respect 
for the wishes of those who do want to drink and 
those who do not is the only possible course left for 
us, then we are incapable of learning anything in the 
best and bitterest of schools. 

We have not taken the open skirmishes of the 
special session too seriously. We have believed that 
both the House and Senate must in the end come 
to the commission pian. We are sorry that they 
have not already done so, thus repealing the State 
dry law and adding one more to the number of 
states whose freedom is coincident with the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment. Nothing can be gained 
from prolonging the present stalemate at Jefferson 
City. The thing cannot be settled until it is settled 
right, and to try to settle it in some other way will 
keep the Legislature in session all winter. 

What unwisdom can do, and how it can run coun- 
ter to every necessity of law-abiding, is illustrated 
by the situation in Illinois and other states which 
have repealed their dry laws but have not substituted 
anything for them. Missouri, at least, is not one of 
those wide-open states today, nor has she contributed 
by so much to the most certain means vf undoing 
the good work done by repeal. 

There is a better way ont than that, and we remain 
confident that the special session of the Missouri 
Legislature will take it. 

Pass the commission bill! 
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NO TIME FOR EMPTY SEATS. 

The retirement from the Illinois delegation in 
Congress of J. Earl Major of Hillsboro, to accept Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's appointment as a Federal District 
Judge, will leave the Twenty-first District without a 
Representative in the House in the coming regular 
session. This district, which consists of Christian, 
Macoupin, Montgomery and Sangamon counties, is 
one of the most populous of downstate Illinois dis- 
tricts and includes the capital of the State, Spring- 
field. While thus far there has been no word of 
filling the vacancy, voters in districts in other states 
who have lost their Representatives are seeing to it 
that they will be represented in the House when 
Congress convenes Jan. 3. Last week, the Third West 
Virginia District filled a vacancy created by death, 
and very soon the Thirty-fourth New York and the 
Sixth Louisiana districts will be doing likewise. The 
importance of the problems before the impending 
session will cause voters generally to be anxious 
about their representation during the months to 
come.

This almost never referred-to part of the basic 
law of the land has been suggested to the people of 
Louisiana as a possible way out of their political 
morass.

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IN REPLY TO DR. FISHBEIN. | 

In the letter column today, Dr. Fishbein, editor 
of the Journal otf the American Medical Association, 
asserts his first information of the outbreak of 
amoebic dysentery in Chicago came on Oct. 20, when 
he received a manuscript of a report on the subject, 
made before the American Public Health Association 
at Indianapolis on Oct. 9, by Dr. F. O. Tonney. It 
took the Journa! from Oct. 20, then, until Nov. 18 to 
publish information about the epidemic. In the issue 
of Nov. 18, this weekly publication carried Dr. Ton- 
ney’s manuscript, the report of Health Commissioner 
Bundesen, a lengthy review of the disease and an 
editorial. : | 

We are unaware of the processes employed by the 
Journal in collecting medical information. However, 
Dr. Bundesen’s report shows that amoebic dysentery 
rose from the normal] two cases in July to 13 in 
August, 14 in September and 28 in October. The 
outbreak had so stirred the health authorities that, 
by Sept. 1,,364 food handlers had heen examined. 
The examination disclosed 15 active cases and 11 car- 
riers. It seems to us that the representative organ 
of the medical profession should have received notice 
of so grave a condition sooner than two months 
after it became apparent. ie 

In the case of the St. Louis encephalitis epidemic, 
the newspapers were informed of it the very day 
our health authorities had diagnosed it. That was 
on Aug. 10. The public and the medical profession 
were thus put on guard; moreover, our health au- 
thorities continued to issue daily information as to 
the progress of the disease. The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, in its issue of Sept. 
16, contained an article about it by Dr. J. P. Leake 
of the U. S. Public Health Service, sent here by the 
Surgeon-General. 

First public notice of the Chicago epidemic came 
in a dispatch from Washington, Nov. 11, one day 
before the fair closed. Health Commissioner Bun- 
desen, who was familiar with the outbreak since 
August, preserved silence until the fair closed and 
then began his frenzied campaign of nation-wide 
publicity. We have intimated that these and other 
facts indicate a deliberate suppression of news of

Lawlessness 


ODAY there comes to an end the at- 
7 tempt to impose upon a whole people 

an absolute rule of personal conduct. 
The authors of the eighteenth amendment 
had seen the evils that alcohol can produce. 
They knew about the drunkard who ruins 
himself and brings disaster to his family. 
They knew how the efforts to regulate the 
liquor industry in the interest of temperance 
had corrupted public life. They concluded 
that an appetite which had caused so much 
misery should be suppressed, that a trade 
which had caused so much _ dishonesty 
should be outlawed. 

What they overlooked was the conscience 
of the great mass of people who did not 
drink immoderately and had no part in the 
political corruption. These were the men 
and women who resisted prohibition and 
defeated it. They refused to give up a pleas- 
ure which did them no harm in order to 
save the drunkards who abused it. They 
resented a rule of conduct which treated 
everyone as if he were an instinctive drunk- 
ard. So they rebelled. The law was at odds 
not only with their appetites but with their 
consciences. They made prohibition unen- 
forceable, They encouraged the bootlegger 
and the speakeasy by patronizing them. 
They nullified enforcement by discrediting it. 

In the course of time, all the evils which 
had led to prohibition were flourishing un- 
der prohibition, and in addition a monstrous 
hypocrisy and corruption peculiar to it. 
Some time within the past two years, the 
demonstration had convinced the people 
that the eighteenth amendment could not 
and should not be enforced; that not to re- 
peal it and not to enforce it was intoler- 
able. 

The eighteenth amendment will long be 
remembered as a conspicuous example of a 
law that produced lawlessness becauseit tra- 
versed the working conscience of the great 
mass of the people. This generation of 
Americans, at least, has learned from it a 
more certain feeling for the truth that legis- 
lation,’ however noble in purpose, cannot 
effectively become the law unless its pur- 
pose is the actual purpose. of the great mass 
of a community. 

Our forefathers would have said thet the 
law must conform to the will of the people, 
and by that phrase they would have meant 
the abiding will, not the momentary opinion 
or the excited whim which propaganda pr 
demagoguery or a spedtacular event may 
arouse. They would have meant the will 
of the people which is founded in habits, 
needs and experiences that change so slow- 
ly that, for the practical purpose of the mo- 
ment, they are unchanging. To that will, 
all laws and all reforms and all schemes 
must, in the long run, conform. 
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It is a weird coincidence that, at the very 
moment when the nation looks forward 
hopefully to the ending of the most exten- 
sive lawlessness in its history, it is con- 
fronted with the action of a public official 
who openly approves the savage lawless- 
ness of a mob. 

Gov. Rolph's attitude toward the San Jose 
lynching was an abject betrayal of his of- 
fice. The reason he gave for approving the 
lynching amounted to a confession that the 
Government of which he is the head is un- 
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able to cope with the crime of kidnaping, 
and not only that it is not able, but that it 
has given up in despair. It was a terrifying 
thing for the head of a government to pro- 
claim that he is unable to deal with a 
crime; it was cowardly to show the white 
feather and invite the mob to do what the 
Government exists for the purpose of doing. 
And it was vicious, not merely because it 
incites other mobs to more violence, but 
because it is a degrading admission that 
the Governor has no real purpose to sup- 
press kidnaping by the force of the law. 
Yet the truth is that in their hearts mul- 
titudes of people agree with Gov. Rolph. 
That truth we have to face and deal with. 
Why do they think he was right? They 
think so because they are in despair about 
the failure of our criminal law to work with 
reasonable certainty. Why there is this 
failure is a long and complicated story. The 
fact is plain and simple, and while it is a 
fact, American communities will be vulner- 
able not only to desperadoes but to mob 


vengeance, 
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And so, while it is as important to de- 
nounce Gov. Rolph as to denounce a com- 
mander. who surrenders a post he has been 
ordered to hold, it will not cure the state 
of mind which Gov. Rolph expressed. That 
can be done only by a reform of the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice which is 
sufficiently drastic to impress the criminal 
with its power and the community with its 
efficiency. Such reform we shall not get 
while the comfortable people of most of our 
cities lazily tolerate, and in varying measures 
participate in, the favoritism and privilege 
which corrode the foundations of local gov- 
ernment. 

The struggle against lawlessness is the 
struggle for civilization itself. It is the 
Herculean effort to bring under control the 
persistently primitive nature of men, their 
greed and lust and animal violence, so that 
their energies shall not destroy them. The 
laws can perhaps do only what is most tem- 
porary and expedient for the moment? re- 
ligion and education and morals are the 
radical forces, since they seek to transmute 
and regenerate rather than to regulate and 
police the energies of men, to make them 
inwardly civilized rather thar to restrain 
them from without. 

The civilizing effort as a whole has, there- 
fore, no one method on which it can rely 
exclusively. It is like the effort to subdue 
the fierce rebellion of the great waters of 
the Mississippi. No one device will work 
along the whole course; at this point there 
must be dikes, at that one a new channel: 
at another a reservoir, and on the slopes 
where the headwaters gather, it is neces- 
sary to plant trees with faith and under- 
standing, and sow the earth with seeds that 
the ground may be made firm.

Tainch are different ways to 


each other. In Figure 2, I get 
ready to come out. I worked my 
left arm out and holding both of 
his biceps tightly, which gives 
me the balance advantage, I press 
down until I get sufficiently away 
from him and then step back or 
swiftly hop back into correct box- 
ing attitude. 

Never step out of a clinch with 
your hands down. You must also 
step back when the referee calls 
for a clean break. Don’t get the 
bad habit of clinching every time 
you are near your opponent. 
Don’t wrestle in- the clinches. It 
only tires you. 

Some boxers purposely tie up 
good right hand hitters by slip- 
ping their left arm under their 
opponent’s right arm-pit, and with 
the same arm bent they pull 


clinch or tie up a man. There 

is more than mere strength in 
holding a man, for clinching is 
really an art. Say that you have 
missed a blow and you find your- 
self wide-open; then before your 
opponent throws a counter punch, 
it is permissible to clinch, by 
grabbing his arms and re-arrang- 
ing yourself. Again, say during a 
mixup you find your balance very 
poor. You can again fall into a 
clinch to avoid his blows. It is 
also proper to fall into a clinch 
to avoid infighting. 


An important way to clinch is 
to get your arms under your op- 
ponents arms and force (his 
arms) sideward and upward, at

SEO, BOARD

Members Agree Informally 
Also to Seek PWA Loan 
to Construct New Build- 


ings. 


The Board of Education commit- 
ted itself informally last night to 
submission to the people of a $2,- 
000,000 bond issue for school con- 
struction and application to the 
Federa) Public Works Administra- 
tion for aid in the program. An- 
other special meeting will be held 
by the board Thursday afternoon 
with the intention of taking defi- 
nite action. 

Members who had opposed a 
bond issue have been won over to 
the view the people will approve 
bonds which would furnish much 
employment and provide needed 
school facilities. The last school 
bond issue, for $3,000,000, was 
in 1916. Of this, $1,997,000 is out- 
standing, but the sinking fund 
holds securities worth $1,213,000. 

It is the board's plan to pledge 
the proposed bonds with the PWA 
at 4 per cent interest on a loan of 
$2,000,000, and request a grant 
amounting to 30 per cent of the 
cost of labor and materials used 
in the building program. The grant, 
which would amount to about $500,- 
000, would be utilized to pay the 
principal and interest on the bonds 
for the first few years. This would 
make a tax to support the bonds 
unnecessary for that time. A PWA 
schedule provides that a grant 
used in this way will meet the prin- 
cipal for the first three years and 
the interest for the first two years 
on 20-year bonds. 

Gerling’s Recommendations. 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Gerling submitted a list of new 
buildings and reconstruction which 
he would like to have carried out, 
at an estimated cost of $1,575,000. 
The board decided to increase the 
amount to $2,000,000 and Superin- 
tendent Gerling will recommend ad- 
ditional construction. 

Outstanding in Superintendent 
Gerling’s list is a high school for 
the southwestern portion of the 
city, to accommodate 1300 pupils, 
which probably would be erected on 
a site the board owns at the south- 
west corner of Kingshighway and 
Arsenal street, at a cost of $1,200,- 
000. This school would increase op- 
erating expenses $28,000 a year. 

Another recommendation is for 
the erection of a $75,000 broad one- 
story structure for the Educational! 
Museum on board land adjoining 
Hadley Vocational School. It could 
be used as a shop unit of Hadley 
when that institution is expanded. 
This would release the old Crow 
School, 3325 Bell avenue, now occu- 
pied by the museum, for use as a 
Negro grade school. Superintend- 
ent Gerling said there were 2000 
Negro children in the area bounded 
by Grand boulevard, Garrison and 
Cass avenues and the railroad 
yards, who were now crowded in|

First National Pictures claimed 
Miss Griffith for the next three 
years, during which time she made 
some of her best known successes. 
In 1927 she became an independent 
producer of her own films for re 
lease through United Artists Cor- 
poration. Her first film was “The 
Garden of Eden,” a comedy drama. 
Miss Griffith believes this story 
gave her the best opportunity of her 
screen career.

Wines, like any other food,, 
should be stored in a dry, clean, 
sanitary place free from cobwebs 
or any other kind of dirt. 

If wines are-bought in cases, a 
good way to store the wines in the 
cellars is to turn the cases on their 
sides so that the corks are kept 
moist. The cases then serve as 
bins from which the top bottles of 
wine can be easily removed. 

The person who is unable to fix 
up a cool wine cellar in his house 
or apartment should make an ar- 
rangement with his wine dealer to 
keep the main part of his stock in 
the wine merchant’s store. Then 
the customer can have one case de- 
livered at a time, and place it hori- 
zontally in the closet so that the 
corks will not dry out.

Combating a Pest 
HE bedb is a foul insect 
T waicn is offensive in its odor, 
irritating in its bite and objec 
tionable also because of the way in 
which it foyls articles it infests. 

The insect is incredibly resistant; 
it can live more than 40 weeks with- 
out food, and it can resist wide 
ranges in temperature. It flour- 
ishes particularly in old housés 
which are full of cracks and crev- 
ices, for there it can conceal itself 
beyond easy reach. Because of 
this, the bedbug cannot be extermi- 
nated by means of ordinary insect 
powder. 

The most practical way of de- 
stroyihg it is to apply liberal quan- 
tities of gasoline, benzine, kerosene 
or any other of the petroleum oils 
to the spaces, cracks or crevices 
where bedbugs might hide. 

But care must be taken that the 
oil actually seeps into the cracks. 
When applied by brush, by injection 
with a small syringe or by a fine 
spray, petroleum oils prove espe 
cially effective. When using petro- 
leum oils, one should always bear 
in mind the hazard of fire. 

Scalding hot water and soap suds 
are also effective in destroying the 
eggs and the active bugs, as is bi- 
chloride of mercury dissolved in 
water. 

When a whole building is infest- 
ed, it may be necessary to fumigate 
the entire structure with such fu- 
migants as hydrocyanic acid, sul- 
phur dioxide or carbon disulphide. 

Such fumigation is, of course, a 
professional job, calling for. train- 
ing and knowledge. Several fumi- 
gations may be required to rid the 
house completely of its pests. Fol- 
lowing fumigation, all imperfections 
and cracks in the walls and floors 
should be sealed with paint. 

The presence of bedbugs in a 
house is offensive, but it is not nec- 
essarily an indication of neglect or 
carelessness. The bug is active and 
can spread. It may be picked up in 
crowds and brought into the house 
in a variety of ways. 

Once inside, unless vigorous 
measures are taken to destroy it, 
the insect will spread and infest 
the whole building.
